1. Since my last report of 1 February, activities of the ORR 

11 team" have been steadily expanding. More and more possibilities 
are opening up for ORR to exert its influence on the collection of 
economic intelligence in this theater. Moreover these opportunities 
have developed without any great attempt on my part to expand the 
area of operations. On the contrary, I have tried to confine my 
activities within a range that I felt could be handled without too 
great a dispersion of effort.
